1. Claims 25, 27-36 allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The closest available prior art to the present invention is to McMillin et al (USPat. 6,013,155). 
McMillin identically teaches, as claimed in originally filed independent claim 25, a gas injector 
(250, Figure 19a) for a plasma processing (column 6, hnes 3-10) chamber (Figure 2a,b) of a 
semiconductor (120; Figure 2a). Further, McMillin's gas injector is sized to extend through a 
dielectric window chamber wall (155; Figure 19a' column 6, lines 35-40) where the distal end of 
the injector is exposed within the processing chamber and has gas outlets adapted to supply 
process gas into the processing chamber. However, McMillin does not provide teaching of "gas 
injector body including a plurality of gas outlets adapted to supply process gas into the process 
chamber, said ^ gas outlets are located in an axial end surface of the gas injector body." .As 
amended and supported by Figure 3 A of the present invention.
